Uinty.  In  the  latter  rare  all  paaatUlSty  of 
the  contrary  la  axdodvd;  hi  tk*  former,  it  Is 
wot.  We  follow  out  a  mathematical  proof, 
had  wo  are  positively  certain.  We  are  in¬ 
formed  at  a  fact,  surd  ww  are  practically  cer¬ 
tain  pf  H. 

Nqw.  we  know  tea  things  practically 
whepe  wa  know  one  positively.  We  know 
positively  scarce  anything, except  some  tilings 
that  eve  have  actoully  seen  or  have  mat  be 
matkally  proved.  Even 
may  mlaapprehcad.  and  what  vs  hare  seen 
owr  memory  may  treacherously  record, 
error  mar  lurk  even  in  our  mathematics.  H 
hi  not  every  mind  that  can  attain  tbe  cer 
talhty  of  Profemor  Piereo.  A'ter  I>everrUr 
)iad  aomputed  the  place  la  the  beavi 
the  m taring  planet,  and  the  telescope  had 
found  It  at  the  very  spot  predicted,  Professor 
Pie  roe  found  Lererritv’s  calculation  wss  an 
error  and  the  discovery  of  Neptune  was  an 
accident.  A  friend  told  the  Professor  that 
fte  hoped  he  woe  Id  not  publish  his  cone  I  a 
kIod,  because  it  was  exceedingly  improbable 
that  the  ebincidence  could  be  aecidental.  “It 
is  more  tan  probable.  ”  said  PrtMeaso/  Pierce, 
.•'that  my  calculation  should  be  wrong.”  For 
mqst  things  we  are  abundantly  cont  nt  with 
practical  certainty.  Whatever  we  learn  be¬ 
cause  we  have  beea  told — history,  geogra¬ 
phy,  science — whatever  we  read,  whatever 
we  hear,  sre  believe  on  probable  evidence,  on 
evidence  that  sat  isfira  us  enough  to  live  by 
it,  eves  though  it  be  not  complete.  If  the 
evidenfie  preponderates,  we  treat  it.  ,  We  do 
all  our  business  on  it.  We  imprison  men, 
sre  hang  men  ou  nothing  better  than  prob¬ 
able  evidence. 

And  yet,  in  religion  men  ask  a  sign  from 
Jleareu. '  If  they  cannot  sec,  like  Thomas, 
the  print  of  the  oaife,  they  will  not .  believer 
Hat  the  practical  evidence  should  be  enough  ; 
uad  the  practical  evidence  should  bethe  pre¬ 
ponderating  evidence,  even  though  not  com¬ 
pletely  conclusive  to  us.  You  cannot  t see 
tied,  to  bo  sure  ;  but.  on  the  whole,  wheu 
yon  look  at  Nature  about  you,  w  hen  you  look 
at  tho  demands  of  your  own  nature,  when 
you  think  what  the  great  and  good  of  all  ag<**» 
hare  believed,  does  it  not  look  probable  to 
you  that  there  is  a  Oudf  Then-  act  on  tliat 
evidence.  it  is  a  practical  certainty  that 
there  is  a  (Jod.  Worship  hi.n.  <JVy.  him.

You  hare  nes  er  seen  Christ.  Y«u  Imre 
never  even  seen  and  he/rd  the  men  that  saw 
Iiim  when  he  was  in  the  world.  You  may 
not  have  the  certain! y  that  the  record  of  him 
i«  all  true  and  that  you  must  believe  every¬ 
thing  you  find  vrritt  n  in  the  Bible.  What 
of  that?  If  you  have  no  douonstrative  cer¬ 
tainty,  hare  you  not  practical  certainty  T  If 
you  cannot  quite  read  tho  Bible  as  one  In¬ 
fallible  record,  then  read  it  as  sixty -six  falli¬ 
ble  books,  by  you  don't  know  how  many 
write*— just  as  you  would  read  Tacitus,  or 
Xenophon,  or  Macaulay,  or  Bancroft— and 
tell  us  what  von  le^jn.  Let  H  ho.  If  you 
|JtoMeWHW*M.U 
deaee  which  twelve  very  common  men  take 
with  them  into  the  jury-box,  which  they 
aift  just  as  common  folks  do,  and  on  which 
you  bang  a  man  nr  acquit  him.  You  read 
tits  history,  and  you  find,  by  simitar  evidence 
to  that  which  convinces  a  jury,  that  Jesus 
Christ  lived  and  taught  and  suffered  and 
died.  All  this  is  so  certain  that  no  man  liv¬ 
ing  denies  it  -  The  nine  evidence  exactly 
tells  you  that  he  wrought  miracles  and  that 
he  rone  from  the  dead.  Is  not  the  certainty 
practical,  if  not  demonstrative  t  Atdeast  is 
not  the  evidence  preponderating  and  the  eon- 
elusion  probable  1  If  so,  do  not  wait  to 
make  it  absolute.  Do  not  complain  because 
you  may  think  you  find  errors  in  the  Bible. 
So  there  vrero  errors  hi  the  testimony  on 
which  the  jury  hanged  (Tinatlne  Cox.  You 
can  find  out,  with  all  practical  certainty, 
what  Jesus  taught,  what  his  disciples  tanght. 
(Jo  and  learn,  and  then  let  the  practical  cer¬ 
tainty  control  you.  If  the  Groat  Teacher 
commands  repentance,  consecration  to  God, 
trust  in  the  Father  and  in  his  Son,  and  your 
own  cosacienco  cries  Amen  !  then  repent, 
cou  sec  rate  yourself,  believe.  Do  not  wait  for 
unnecessary  demonstration.  Were  yon  to 
wait  for  absolute  certainty  in  this  world,  you 
would  starve.  Yon  don't  know  absolutely 
that  the  sun  will  rise  to-morrow.  Had  you 
absolute  certainty  that  every  word  in  the 
Bible  was  infallibly  true,  yet  your  transla¬ 
tion  is  fallible,  your  faculties,  that  must  in¬ 
terpret  it,  are  fallible.  All  you  need,  all 
God  or  Nature  gives  any  man  for  ordinary 
or  rrl  glous  guidance,  is  practical  assurance. 
That  is  enough.  That  you  have.  There  is 
a  God.  There  is  a  Saviour.  The  Bible  con¬ 
tains  his  revefetton.  Ouly  through  tho  one 
way  of  service  of  God  can  you  be  saved.  Re¬ 
pent  of  your  sins.  Consecrate  your  Ufe  to 
God  ;  trust  in  divine  mercy  ;  target  your¬ 
self  ;  Hve  for  others.  There  is  reason 
enough  for  this,  and  it  is  the  only  worthy 
life.

Every  one  knows  how  8ir  Robert  Cotton 
rescued  the  original  manuscript  of  kfagu*

In  th*  secret  drawer  of  a  [chest 
ths  carious  manuscripts  of  Da 

ocult  philosopher,  larked  i 
years.  Many,  of  the  charming  letters  of 
Lady  Mary  Montagu,  letters 
among  the  most  delightful  compositions 
over  penned,  aud  which  have  long  1  taken 
their  place  among  English  classic^  wet 
fikulnd  in  the  false  bottom  of  an  old  trank. 
Lord  Herbert  of  Cherbury’s  autobiography 
was  all  but  lost  to  the  world,  It  was  known 
that  when  Lord  Herbert  died  there  wfire  two 
oopies  of  the  work,  one  written  with  hi*  own 
hand,  aud  one  transcribed  by  an  amanuen¬ 
sis.  Bat  neither  of  them  could  be  found. 
At  last,  in  the  midst  of  a  mass  of  worni-eaten, 
moldy  old  papers  at  Lymore  iu  Montgom¬ 
eryshire,  a  gentleman  oarno  upon  the  origi¬ 
nal  copy.  Several  leaves  had  been  tern  out, 
many  other*  hod  bcea  so  stained  by  damp 
as  to  be  all  but  illegible.  Enough  Could  be 
deciphered,  however,  to  show  the  vrdue  of 
the  work.  The  only  hope  was  that  if  the 
duplicate  could  be  secured  it  might!  supply 
the  lacunae  of  the  originaL  But  years  rolled 
by  aud  uo  duplicate  turned  up.  Luj  1737  an 
estate  belonging  to  the  Herberts  wta*  sold. 
Some  few  books,  pictures  and  lumber  v 
stored  away  in  &u  attic,  loo  worthies*  ap¬ 
parently  for  the  purchaser  to  take  away— 
audio!  among  these  was  found  the  long- 
lost  and  lunch- desired  duplicate.  And  thus 
did  English  literature  possess  itself  of  one  of 
the  most  interesting  autobiographies  it  can 
boast  Indeed,  tho  late  Lord  Lyt tan  used  to 
say  that  there  was  no  single  book,  of  this 
kind  at  least,  that  he  treasured  so  highly.
